The  supplies  are  satisfactorily  chlorinated  and  in  the  case  of 
Nount  Bures  supply  the  water  is  softened. 

There  is  a  constant  and  sufficient  supply  from  all  undertakings, 
most  of  the  houses  having  a  service  inside.  There  io  however  a  small 
proportion  supplied  by  standpipe  in  the  immediate  vicinity.
